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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed invention 
is directed towards a system and method for identifying a living body by extracting biological 
information from high frequency electromagnetic waves reflected off the human body. The 
closest prior art is Vanoni European Patent Application EPO 197 810A1. Vanoni discloses a 
method and device for recognizing an individual by extracting biological information such as a 
fingerprint from a Doppler signal and comparing the signal to a stored pattern in a database. 
However Vanoni teaches away from the claimed invention of using an electromagnetic wave in a 
frequency band ranging from 300 GHz to 30 THz by preferring the use of electromagnetic wave 
signals in the range of 9MHz to 1 1MHz. Furthermore Vanoni does not disclose extracting 
biological information derived from delay times of a first and second electromagnetic wave 
caused by a change of position in time of a portion of the living body.
